The housefly breeds and feeds 
most 
extensively 
in 
manure, 
garbage 
and 
fermenting 
crop 
wastes. If disease germs are in 
these materials or in others they 
frequent 
the flies get them on 
their hairy legs and feet and in 
their digestive tracts If flies have 
access 
to 
m ans 
food, 
they 
contaminate it by walking over 
M and by leaving their excreta 
an it. 
To control the housefly in and 
around the home, on the farm, 
and in farm buildings, do these 
things: 
Eliminate the flies’ breeding 
places Follow sanitary practices 
constantly. 
Keep 
garbage 
and 
other refuse under cover; dispose 
of garbage frequently. On the 
farm dispose of manures properly. 
Screen windows and doors of 
the 
home, 
dairy 
barns 
and 
milkrooms. 
Well-fitting 
screens 
on 
windows 
and 
doors 
are 
essential for keeping flies out. 
Use of insecticides To kill flies 
quickly inside a home or other 
building, use a space spray or an 
aerosol. The quick-killing material 
for

is 
either 
pyrethrin* or organic thiocyanates. 
Surface Sprays 
Anothei method of control is by 
surface sprays on walls, ceilings, 
etc. These sprays leave a residue 
that may be effective for several

gunnel Get information on proper 
amounts and methods of use from 
the agricultural extension office. 
Insecticides, such as dipteryx 
and malathion are used in dry 
and liquid baits.

Men who don’t like to 
live dangerously insist on a sound 
hog cholera vaccination program. 
Other safe guards: isolate sick 
pigs. beware cm health of pigs 
you buy. guard against introducing 
the disease into the herd If any 


garbage or table scraps are fed 
be sure it has been cooked at 
least a half hour at 180 degrees.

outbreaks 
in Pennsylvania can be traced 
to infected, improperly cooked 
garbage. 
Pasture Alone Not Tho Answer 
Things aren’t always what they 
appear. Pasture grass may appear 
to be an almost perfect feed for 
dairy cattle at this time of year. 
However, it doesn’t have as much 
feeding value as one might think. 
As a matter of fact, for every IOO 
pounds of this lush grass eaten 
by a dairy cow only 15 to 20 per 
cent is dry matter. In other words, 
a cow or heifer must “eat” 80 to 
85 pounds of water in order to get 
15 to 20 pounds of actual dry 
matter. 
While mature cows may have 
sufficient capacity to eat enough 
grass to meet 
most of their 
nutrient requirements heifers and 
calves can’t be expected to do so. 
This is why it’s so important to 
supplement the lush grass with 
plenty or dry hay and grain. 
Calves under IO months of age 
should be fed om> limited amounts 
of pasture grass along with plenty 
of good hay ami some grain. 
Heifers past 12 months of age 
can be fed all the grass they’ll 
eat — this is. provided they also 
have all of the good hay they 
want. This should be fed in a hay 
rack which is kept filled with 
fresh hay at all times They should 
also be fed sufficient grain to 
maintain a thrifty condition and 
steady growth. Heifers on good 
pasture with good quality hay 
available seldom need any grain. 
If the pasture and hay are of 
poor quality, they may require 
as much as 6 pounds of grain per 
day to maintain normal growth. 
So 
good 
pasture 
isn’t 
the 
complete ans wet 
in all cases. 
Sometimes hay and grain are 
needed, too.
